TWO  YEARS  OF  EXCELLENCE 

The  rising  enrollment  wave  in  public  two-year  colleges  and  vocational 
schools  is  sweeping  across  the  nation.  The  movement  is  a good 
one,  providing  education  for  a great  number  of  young  people  who  could 
not  otherwise  obtain  it.  However,  from  Pine  Manor’s  point  of  view,  it 
has  the  drawback  of  confusing  people  about  the  kind  of  college  we  are. 

Many  of  you  probably  read  the  interesting  article  by  Russell  Lynes  in 
Harper’s  Magazine  (November,  1966,  pp.  53-60]  entitled  “How  Good 
Are  The  Junior  Colleges?”  It  illustrates  the  present  confusion  in  public 
thinking  regarding  two-year  institutions.  He  stresses  that  the  junior 
college  movement  is  by  no  means  a single  one,  but  is  a multiplicity  of 
movements  bound  loosely  together  by  a single  common  element  — two 
years  of  education  beyond  high  school.  Yet  he,  like  most  other  current 
writers  on  this  subject,  then  goes  on  to  apply  many  generalizations  to 
both  the  public  and  the  non-public  institutions. 

Recent  studies  show  that  there  are  about  1,200,000  students  currently 
enrolled  in  two-year  colleges.  Of  these,  perhaps  only  2%  at 
most  are  women  searching  for  the  kind  of  education  Pine  Manor 
provides.  I believe  that  the  main  characteristic  separating  our  type  of 
two-year  college  from  the  others  is  its  continuing  search  for  excellence 
in  education.  While  this  may  well  be  one  of  the  many  objectives  of 
most  two-year  colleges,  here  it  is  the  primary  aim.  Excellence  is  hard 
to  see,  to  measure,  and  to  publicize.  Small  wonder  there  is  confusion. 

Mr.  Lynes  maintains  that  “there  are  just  three  primary  functions  that 
junior  colleges  perform  and  one  they  cannot  avoid.  Their  three  func- 
tions might  be  called  technical  training,  transfer  (and  terminal]  educa- 
tion, and  twilight  education.  The  one  they  cannot  avoid  is  time-killing; 
scarcely  any  educational  institution  can.”  Pine  Manor  does  not  offer 
technical  training  of  the  type  indicated  here,  nor  does  it  offer  evening 
courses  (defined  as  twilighting  by  Mr.  Lynes],  even  though  at  many 
public  two-year  colleges  there  are  more  students  enrolled  in  evening 
courses  than  in  the  day  program.  As  for  time-killing,  this  is  no  separate 
phenomenon  facing  two-year  colleges;  every  college  has  some  students 
who  are  “marching  in  place”  until  they  decide  what  to  do.  Of  course. 
Pine  Manor  does  provide  transfer  opportunities  for  its  students.  In- 
deed, it  has  one  of  the  outstanding  transfer  records  in  the  nation.  (In 
1961-1965,  82.2%  of  our  graduates  continued  their  educations  as  upper- 
classmen in  other  colleges  and  universities.] 

Public  two-year  institutions  provide  the  nearby  population  with  low- 
cost  courses.  A resident  college  such  as  ours  unfortunately  cannot  do 
this,  for  we  must  remain  high-cost  until  our  plant  is  paid  for  and  en- 
dowments come  our  way.  The  opportunity  which  we  offer  young 
people  to  make  their  own  decisions  while  living  far  away  from  home 
is  quite  different  from  the  public  colleges’  program  of  inexpensive,  con- 
venient course  work  within  commuting  distance  of  home. 

Mr.  Lynes  states  that  a member  of  a two-year  college  faculty  “thinks 
of  himself  as  a teacher  and  not  as  a scholar.”  I am  thankful  that  mem- 
bers of  our  faculty  are  more  concerned  with  good  teaching  than  with 
the  research  and  publishing  that  divorce  many  potentially  strong  teach- 
ers from  classrooms.  Our  faculty  members  have  lively  minds,  and  they 
are  enthusiastic  about  their  fields.  This  is  a contagious  quality,  far 
more  useful  on  an  “underclass”  campus  than  research  alone.  They 
do  travel,  write,  and  continue  their  studies,  but  primarily  they  are

dedicated  to  good  teaching.  To  the  extent  they  have  this  in  common, 
it  is  a force  contributing  to  excellence. 

Mr.  Lynes  goes  on  to  say  that  the  “junior-college  teacher  is  a great 
deal  more  at  home  intellectually  and  socially  with  the  high  school 
teacher  than  with  the  college  instructor  or  professor.”  This  generali- 
zation does  not  apply  well  at  Pine  Manor.  We  respect  secondary 
schools,  for  we  deal  with  their  products  daily.  However,  our  confreres 
are  people  concerned  with  work  like  our  own  at  other  institutions  of 
higher  education.  In  fact,  our  recent  move  from  Wellesley  was 
prompted  partly  because  a secondary  school  and  a college  such  as 
ours  do  not  prosper  well  in  close  contact. 

Mr.  Lyne’s  statement  that  junior  colleges  deal  with  “a  new  kind  of 
college-going  population”  is  perhaps  valid  for  the  others,  but  again 
it  does  not  apply  to  us.  We  are  intent  upon  discovering  and  educating 
a particular  kind  of  person,  it  is  true;  but  our  students  are  young  women 
who  would  have  gone  to  college  in  the  past,  and  who  could  handle 
the  present  work  load  in  a four-year  college  if  they  chose.  They  come 
to  Pine  Manor  from  great  distances  because  they  want  our  special 
kind  of  program.  The  difference  between  them  and  the  women  at  good 
four-year  resident  colleges  lies  rather  in  aims  than  in  intelligence.  Very 
few  of  our  students  know  with  certainty  when  they  arrive  on  our 
campus  that  the  law,  medicine,  the  ministry,  or  business  are  their 
destiny.  They  search  constantly  — to  discover  themselves,  to  learn 
more  about  the  ethics  of  our  world,  to  identify  what  they  want  to  do 
next,  to  measure  their  strengths  in  the  humanities  and  sciences.  Each 
individual  guides  her  separate  search,  in  a community  where  back- 
grounds and  beliefs  vary  widely. 

You  who  read  this  are  farflung  defenders  of  Pine  Manor’s  role.  You 
have  a major  job  to  do,  for  people  around  you  are  confused. 
Quite  a few  think  of  two-year  colleges  as  all  somewhat  alike,  and  too 
often  presume  that  your  own  alma  mater  is  a refuge  for  the  inept,  the 
immature,  the  carefree,  and  the  lazy.  Nothing  could  be  farther  from 
the  truth.  Few  four-year  colleges  can  boast  the  excellence  in  program 
and  people  available  to  their  underclassmen  that  we  have  at  your  alma 
mater.  You  can  serve  your  institution  by  making  this  plain.  The  fact 
that  there  are  few  institutions  like  Pine  Manor  in  the  world  makes 
them  all  the  more  needed  among  colleges  whose  diversity  is  one  of  our 
nation’s  strengths.

A THIRD-YEAR  PROGRAM  FOR  QUALIFIED 
JUNIOR  COLLEGE  GRADUATES 


Living  with  a French  family  adds 
a new  social  dimension  to  the  stu- 
dent’s life  in  Paris,  for  the  fam- 
ily's friends  and  relatives  often 
become  her  own  friends.

Pine  Manor  in  Paris  was  established  in  1964  for 
junior  college  graduates  who,  during  their  first  two 
years  in  college,  have  developed  intellectual  curios- 
ity and  maturity.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
guarantee  all  capable  students,  regardless  of  their 
ultimate  goals,  the  fullest  possible  immersion  in  the 
French  language  and  also  the  closest  contact  with  the 
French  people  and  their  culture.  The  program  is  flex- 
ible in  order  to  allow  French  students  of  different 
levels  and  also  non-French  majors  who  have  a good 
command  of  the  language  to  participate. 

Directrice  of  the  program  is  Madame  Genevieve 
Fabre,  whose  background  includes  extensive  study  at 
the  University  of  Paris.  A former  Fulbright  scholar, 
Madame  Fabre  holds  a Licence  d’Anglais,  Diplome 
d’Etudes  Superieures,  and  the  Certificat  d’Aptitude 
au  Professorat  de  I’Enseignement  Secondaire.  While 
in  the  United  States,  she  was  an  instructor  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  at  Tufts  University,  and  at 
Pine  Manor  Junior  College.  Her  husband.  Monsieur 
Michel  Fabre,  who  is  currently  an  assistant  at  the 
Sorbonne,  has  also  taught  at  Wellesley  College  and 
Harvard  University. 

As  Directrice  of  Pine  Manor  in  Paris,  Madame  Fa- 
bre aims  to  understand  and  to  interpret  the  major  dif- 
ferences which  exist  between  American  and  French 
ways  of  life.  She  exercises  the  greatest  care  in 
selecting  French  families  with  whom  students  live 
during  their  year  in  France.  The  proper  matching  of 
family  and  student  is  important,  for  it  is  with  the 
families  that  students  live,  enjoy  two  meals  every- 
day, and  share  their  French  experiences  outside  the 


classroom. 

It  is  in  the  classroom,  however,  that  students  meet 
their  biggest  challenge.  A full  understanding  of  the 
nature  of  this  challenge  generally  allows  them  to  de- 
rive the  greatest  benefits.  For  this  reason,  the  orienta- 
tion program  in  Tours  begins  immediately  after  stu- 
dents disembark  at  Cherbourg.  Even  before  trunks 
are  unpacked,  placement  exams  are  given  at  the  In- 
stitut  de  Touraine,  and  special  courses  are  organized 
to  drill  students  in  language  and  phonetics.  Trips  to 
Chenonceaux,  Amboise,  and  other  chateaux  along  the 
Loire  are  supplemented  by  special  lectures  arranged 
to  introduce  students  to  the  richness  of  French  his- 
tory and  tradition. 

Because  courses  in  Paris  begin  in  November,  the 
students  remain  in  Tours  until  the  middle  of  October. 
Although  they  are  always  eager  and  impatient  to  dis- 
cover Paris,  the  orientation  program  is  considered 
a necessary  transition  period.  All  students,  upon 
arrival  in  Paris,  find  the  opening  weeks  at  the  Uni- 
versity perplexing.  Even  with  an  orientation  pro- 
gram, it  takes  time  and  understanding  to  adjust  to 
the  originality,  individuality,  and  spontaneity  of  their 
new  experience. 

Life  at  the  University  of  Paris  is  indeed  vibrant 
and  overwhelming.  Located  on  the  Left  Bank,  the 
University  uses  the  whole  capital  as  its  campus.  The 
Sorbonne  with  v/hich  most  Americans  are  familiar 
is  the  Faculty  of  Letters,  hut  there  are  more  than 
eighty  other  subsidiary  institutes  which  have  been  or- 
ganized over  the  years  to  complement  the  traditional 
instruction  at  the  University  of  Paris.  The  Comedie

The  students  often  take  Paris  buses  like  the  one  above  to 
get  from  one  course  to  another,  since  many  of  their  classes 
are  held  in  different  parts  of  the  city. 


Frangaise,  the  Louvre,  the  Opera,  are  unofficial  cen- 
ters for  extra-curricular  activities. 

The  best  courses  for  foreign  students  are  offered 
at  the  Sorbonne  and  at  the  Institut  Britannique  where 
carefully  trained  professors  teach  language,  litera- 
ture, and  civilization  to  small  groups.  But  with 
proper  authorization,  advanced  students  are  able  to 
attend  more  specialized  lectures  like  those  offered  at 
the  Institut  d’Etudes  Politiques,  at  the  Institut  de 
Phonetique,  or  even  at  the  Ecole  du  Louvre. 

Whether  programs  are  organized  for  foreign  stu- 
dents or  not,  courses  at  the  Lfniversity  of  Paris  gen- 
erally meet  once  or  twice  a week  for  one  or  two 
hours.  With  courses  beginning  in  November  and 
classes  meeting  less  frequently  than  in  the  States, 
American  students  in  Paris  should  be  prepared  to  do 
a great  deal  of  independent  reading,  and  not  to  ex- 
pect to  “cover”  all  assigned  material  in  class.  The 
University  of  Paris  uses  graduate  school  methods,  and 
professors  expect  students  to  work  independently. 

The  purpose  of  the  American  program  abroad  is 
not  to  impose  the  American  system  upon  the  Uni- 


versity of  Paris.  Rather,  it  is  the  function  of  each 
program,  including  Pine  Manor  in  Paris,  to  interpret 
the  differences  and  to  ease  the  transition.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  each  student  to  make  the  effort  to 
adjust  to  the  French  system  while  in  Paris.  The  re- 
wards of  such  adjustment  are  precious  though  often 
indefinable. 

In  an  effort  to  guide  the  junior  college  graduate 
without  limiting  her  in  her  experiences.  Pine  Manor 
in  Paris  expects  all  students  to  select  courses  from 
four  specific  areas: 

I.  French  language  and  phonetics 

II.  Literature,  history  or  civilization 

III.  Contemporary  drama 

(Madame  Fabre  generally  teaches  this  course 
and  organizes  regular  theatre  trips] 

IV.  Art  or  Music 

V.  An  elective  course  from  any  area  if  so 
desired 

Since  most  courses  at  the  University  of  Paris  re- 
quire very  few  papers  and  give  few  exams,  Madame 
Fabre  arranges  to  have  students  meet  with  a tutor. 
At  regularly  scheduled  meetings,  students  and  tutor 
review  material  presented  in  the  lectures  and  also 
discuss  specially  assigned  written  work. 

The  experience  of  study  abroad  is  an  important 
one  — also  a very  exciting  one.  Curiosity  and  ma- 
turity are  prerequisities  for  Pine  Manor  in  Paris; 
enthusiasm  and  spontaneity  are  natural  consequences. 
Many  students  choose  to  continue  their  studies  in 
the  United  States  after  their  return,  but  regardless  of 
goals,  where  there  is  international  exchange  there 
will  always  be  cultural  awareness  and  hope  of  inter- 
national understanding. 

EXPENSES 

The  cost  of  the  full  program  is  $3,700,  which  in- 
cludes transportation  from  New  York  to  Tours,  to  Pa- 
ris, and  back  to  the  United  States;  the  six-week 
orientation  program;  board  and  room  with  French 
families  (pension  complete);  all  tuition  fees;  theatre 
tickets  for  the  drama  course;  and  some  special  field 
trips.

First  Impressions 
Of  Life  in  Paris

L’Arc  de  Triomphe,  Notre-Dame  de  Paris,  La  Place 
de  La  Concorde,  all  these  places  and  more  have  come 
alive  to  me  over  the  past  fe'w  weeks.  It  is  hard  to 
believe  that  it  is  just  over  two  months  since  I first 
set  foot  on  French  soil,  scared,  overwhelmed,  and 
feeling  totally  unprepared  to  face  the  challenge  of 
the  year  before  me.  I can  well  imagine  what  I looked 
like  to  the  French  as  I arrived  in  Cherbourg  a little 
nervous  and  a little  lost,  dragging  behind  me  my 
mountain  of  luggage. 

The  thirteen  other  girls  and  I next  went  to  Tours, 
in  the  Loire  Valley,  for  six  wonderful  weeks.  I knew 
I was  in  Tours  to  learn  to  speak  and  write  French  and 
to  prepare  for  my  year  at  the  Sorbonne,  but  at  the 
same  time  I couldn’t  overlook  the  opportunity  to  see 
all  the  beautiful  old  chateaux  in  the  area.  The  Pine 
Manor  program  arranged  a few  tours  to  see  them,  but 
a friend  and  I took  many  little  side  trips  by  ourselves. 
I will  long  remember  the  feeling  of  awe  when  stand- 
ing in  front  of  Chenonceaux  or  Chambord;  seeing 
these  chateaux  brought  history  to  life  and  made  me 
feel  at  one  with  the  past.  The  many  kings  of  France 
became  real  people,  and  it  made  me  feel  very  small 
and  insignificant.  It  was  an  experience  I will  never 
forget,  but  before  I knew  it  my  six  weeks  in  Tours 
were  over  and  I was  rapidly  heading  down  the  road 
towards  Paris.

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Paris,  a glamorous  city  which  before  was  some- 
where across  the  ocean  on  the  unreal  continent  of 
Europe,  which  I have  studied  about  for  so  many 
years,  is  now  mine  for  this  year.  I am  here,  and  the 
world  that  Paris  has  to  offer  is  laid  out  before  me  to 
do  with  what  I wish.  We  arrived  in  Paris  on  a Satur- 
day, and  in  the  sunshine  of  the  late  afternoon  our 
Directrice,  a friend  and  myself  stood  looking  up  at 
the  house  which  was  to  be  mine  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  For  one  brief  moment  I wished  I were  back  in 
Tours  with  the  security  of  the  family  and  friends  I 
knew  there.  But  before  I had  time  to  think,  the  door 
opened  and  out  stepped  a lovely  woman  who  greeted 


me  as  if  she’d  known  me  for  years.  I live  in  Sceaux, 
which  is  just  outside  of  Paris.  It  really  is  lovely  here 
with  its  parks,  gardens,  and  woods;  you’d  never  know 
that  you  were  only  fifteen  minutes  from  Paris.  My 
family  is  wonderful;  it  consists  of  the  parents  (the 
father  is  a composer  and  has  played  at  Carnegie  Hall), 
a boy  age  eleven,  a boy  age  six,  and  a girl  age  sixteen; 
and  I’m  not  just  a boarder  but  their  American  daugh- 
ter. They  are  fascinating  people  and  often  take  me  to 
plays  and  concerts.  We  have  been  on  picnics  to  Fon- 
tainebleau and  Versailles,  and  we  often  go  for  drives 
in  the  country.  I feel  right  at  home  now,  and  it’s 
going  to  be  a sad  day  when  the  time  comes  to  leave. 

Classes  in  Paris  are  very  different  from  anything 
I’ve  ever  known  in  the  United  States.  The  classes 
are  tremendous,  and  there  are  more  students  in  one 
class  than  in  the  whole  of  any  school  I’ve  ever  been 
to  before.  I sit  among  hundreds  of  other  students 
from  every  corner  of  the  earth,  all  chattering  in  their 
own  languages.  I look  around  the  room  and  feel  as 
if  I’m  in  a football  stadium  waiting  for  the  teams  to 
appear  on  the  field.  But  when  the  professor  does 
enter,  a hush  falls  over  the  room  just  as  if  the  home

team  had  come  out.  The  little  man  at  the  head  of  the 
room  takes  his  place  at  his  desk,  and  the  most  fas- 
cinating information  and  such  wonderful  enthusiasm 
comes  from  him  that  the  hour  is  over  and  ten  more 
pages  in  my  notebook  are  filled  before  I know  it.  I’m 
not  going  to  pretend  that  it’s  easy  and  that  all  in- 
formation is  spoon-fed  to  me,  because  it  isn’t.  I 
haven’t  been  here  long  enough  yet  to  handle  the  lan- 
guage easily,  and  most  of  the  study  is  independent  so 
that  it  takes  time  before  you  really  know  what  you’re 
doing.  But  the  lectures  that  I hear  every  day  in  class 
are  the  sort  of  lectures  that  you  might  hear  once  a 
month  from  guest  speakers  at  home.  It’s  been  hard 
work  and  even  discouraging  at  times,  but  the  Uni- 
versity of  Paris  is  a city  of  knowledge,  and  it’s  just 
there  for  the  asking.  I also  have  a course  at  the 
Louvre,  and  two  other  classes  which  are  much 
smaller  and  much  more  personal.  In  these  classes 
the  teacher  knows  who  you  are,  and  there  is  a per- 
sonal contact  with  him.  These  classes  are  much  more 
like  the  classes  I’m  used  to,  and  it  is  good  to  have 


this  change  from  the  tremendous  lectures  at  the 
Sorbonne. 

But  classes  are  not  all  that  make  up  my  life  in 
Paris.  There  are  plays,  concerts,  and  museums  in 
Paris,  and  to  see  it  all  and  to  do  everything  would 
take  far  more  than  a year.  But  I could  be  happy  just 
walking  the  streets  alone  for  hours.  You  come  across 
monuments  in  the  most  unlikely  places,  and  there  are 
beautiful  old  houses  on  every  street.  The  people 
are  really  friendly,  contrary  to  what  I expected  to 
find  in  such  a big  city  and  contrary  to  what  I was 
told  about  them  before  I arrived.  I have  received 
nothing  but  kindness  and  understanding  in  answer  to 
my  present  difficulty  with  the  language  and  inability 
to  find  my  way  around.  Paris  is  every  bit  as  beauti- 
ful and  fascinating  as  I thought  it  would  be;  in  fact, 
it  is  even  more  so.  Because  I am  living  here  for  a 
year  I am  getting  to  know  the  people,  or  at  least  some 
of  the  people,  who  make  up  this  marvelous  city. 
There  are  people  everywhere,  all  sizes,  shapes,  na- 
tionalities, creeds,  and  colors,  and  if  you  just  take  the 
time  there  is  more  to  learn  in  the  houses,  on  the 
streets,  in  shops  and  cafes,  than  you  could  ever  learn 
in  a book.  This  is  Paris,  and  I am  here.  I wouldn’t 
want  to  be  anywhere  else  in  the  .world.  France  is 
another  world,  so  very  different  from  the  United 
States  that  is  presents  a new  way  of  life.  I still  have 
to  stop  and  wonder  at  the  fact  that  I am  here  in 
France  to  study  and  live  among  the  French  people 
for  a year.

of  certain  puzzling  French  expressions:  “Vous  savez. 
Mademoiselle,  quand  je  dis  que  c’est  terrible,  cela 
veut  dire  que  c’est  formidable,  ce  qui  veut  dire  que 
c’est  merveilleux  ou  sensationnel!”

We  don’t  have  “soirees”  every  night  in  La  Maison 
Frangaise,  but  we  do  encourage  the  twenty-six  girls 
who  live  there  to  speak  French  at  all  times,  whether 
they  be  downstairs  cooking  a little  snack  in  the 
“cuisine”  or  discussing  philosophy  or  “leurs  amis” 
in  the  living  room.  With  persistent  use  of  the  lan- 
guage, in  the  French  Dining  Room  at  mealtimes  and 
in  the  French  House  at  other  times  of  the  day,  today’s 
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M.  Henri  Peyre,  Sterling  Professor 
of  French  at  Yale  University,  talks

new  words  become  a part  of  tomorrow’s  everyday 
speech.  The  faltering  student  of  September  who  has 
the  courage  and  “la  volonte’’  to  “keep  plugging’’  finds 
herself  in  June  speaking  French  with  ease  and  con- 
fidence. 

La  Maison  Frangaise  abounds  in  opportunties  for 
French  conversation  and  vocabulary  building.  We 
frequently  hold  afternoon  teas  and  receptions  at 
which  students  may  gather  and  exchange  ideas  in 
French  among  themselves  and  with  their  instructors. 
Recently,  the  girls  in  La  Maison  Frangaise  were 
hostesses  to  M.  Henri  Peyre,  Sterling  Professor  of 
French  at  Yale  University,  and  to  M.  Henri  Pousseur, 
the  Belgian  composer  currently  collaborating  with 
French  author  Michel  Butor  in  the  production  of  the 
opera  “Mon  Faust’’.  By  conversing  with  these  and 
other  French-speaking  guests,  students  are  forced  to 
summon  up  periodically  all  their  knowledge  of 
French,  as  they  concentrate  on  what  is  being  said  to 
them  and  on  replying  correctly  in  French. 

The  informal  singing  of  French  folk  songs  and 
carols  in  the  living  room,  a popular  activity  this 
year,  acquaints  the  students  in  a very  real  way  with 
the  expression  and  spirit  of  the  French  people.  And, 
by  having  a game  of  ping-pong  in  the  “salle  de  jeu”, 
one  learns  that  “twelve-ALL”  in  French  is  “douze- 
PARTOUT’’,  and  that  “twelve-LOVE”,  having  noth- 
ing to  do  with  “I’AMOUR”,  is  expressed  quite  logi- 
cally by  “douze-ZERO”!  The  language  of  the  class- 
room inevitably  acquires  a new  personal  dimension 


when  the  students  extend  French  to  their  everyday 
activities. 

The  students  of  La  Maison  Frangaise  form  the  heart 
of  Le  Cercle  Frangais,  the  French  Club,  which  is  open 
to  all  interested  students  on  campus.  This  year,  the 
major  activities  of  Le  Cercle  Frangais  are  a Christmas 
chapel,  a spring  fashion  show,  and  a spring  play.  All 
members  of  Le  Cercle  Frangais  are  encouraged  to  con- 
sider La  Maison  Frangaise  as  “leur  deuxieme  foyer’’. 

In  November,  we  were  honored  to  receive  a gift 
from  the  French  government  for  the  promotion  of 
French  activity  on  the  Pine  Manor  campus.  With 
these  funds  we  hope  to  realize  plans  for  a small 
library  in  La  Maison  Frangaise. 

Ideally,  the  capable  and  ambitious  student  enter- 
ing Pine  Manor  with  an  interest  in  French,  who  may 
later  wish  to  participate  in  the  “Pine  Manor  in  Paris” 
program,  will  spend  her  two  years  on  campus  in  La 
Maison  Frangaise.  There,  she  will  find  a cosmopoli- 
tan group  of  students  brought  together  by  the  desire 
to  “live”  French.  Striving  daily  toward  this  goal,  she 
will  have  the  exciting  and  rewarding  experience  of 
discovering  and  absorbing  the  elements  of  a new  lan- 
guage. Over  the  two-year  period,  she  will  establish 
a solid  foundation  for  further  study  of  French  in 
France  or  in  America.  And,  as  she  and  her  fellow- 
students  meet  the  challenge  of  life  in  La  Maison 
Frangaise,  they  will  continue  the  tradition  of  having 
a true  “Paris  in  Pine  Manor”.

“Today,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Pine 
Manor,  the  campus  is  witnessing  a launching  of 
rockets  — a launching  that  was  made  possible  only 
by  the  technical  ability  and  scientific  dexterity  of  the 
students  of  NS  9-10.  Yes,  this  launching  will  be  long 
remembered.  We  stand  on  the  threshold  of  great 
discoveries.  The  nations  of  the  world  are  all  launch- 
ing rockets.  We,  I might  add  proudly,  are  today 
sharing  in  that  experience  in  our  own  humble  way. 

“Some  of  these  rockets  will  go  up.  Some  of  these 
will  not.  It  remains  to  be  seen  which  ones  will  and 
which  ones  will  not.

I wish  you 
success  and  — carry  on.”

Loan  For  Village  Construction 

Just  as  we  went  to  press  we  received  a letter  from 
Secretary  Robert  C,  Weaver  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  announcing  approval 
of  our  preliminary  application  for  a loan  of  $1,480,000 
to  finance  construction  of  the  South  Village.  This  is 
similar  to  the  federal  loan  received  in  1964  to  cover 
construction  costs  of  the  East  and  West  Villages. 

Ernest  Kump  has  designed  the  new  village  in  the 
usual  pattern  of  5 houses  and  a common  area.  It  will 
house  160  students  in  accommodations  similar  to  those 
already  in  use.  The  loan  will  also  largely  underwrite  the 
cost  of  a new  wing  for  the  Refectory. 

Nine  new  buildings  will  be  started  this  spring,  includ- 
ing Ellsworth  Hall,  College  Hall,  and  an  additional 
residence.
